PITTSBURGH,  Oct.  30  — 
(UPI) — High  level  steel  bar- 
gainers renew  efforts  today  to 
end  the  costly  108-day  steel 
strike,  but  there  was  little  op- 
timism even  though  a third 
steel  company  signed  with  the 
union  last  night. 

Chief  industry  negotiator  R. 
Conrad  Cooper  and  United 
Steelworkers  -president  David 
J.  McDonald  each  will  head 
four-man  bargaining  teams 
which  meet  today  at  2 p.m. 
(EST)  in,  the  Penn-Sheraton 
Hotel. 

LATE  YESTERDAY,  Granite 
City  Steel  Co.,  the  17th  largest 
domestic  producer,  became  the 
third  company  to  reach  an 
agreement  with  the  USW.  The 
Granite  City  agreement  was 
similar  to  that  reached  by 
Kaiser  Steel  Co.  and  the  union 
last  Monday,  according  to  an 
announcement  by  McDonald 
and  Nicholas  P.  Veeder,  presi- 
dent and  chairman  of  the  board 
of  Granite. 

An  agreement  between  De- 
troit Steel  Co.  and  the  union 
was  reached  earlier  this  week. 

MCDONALD,  after  announc- 
ing the  agreement  reached 
with  Granite,  said,  “We  feel  it 
is  in  line  with  the  request  of 
President  Eisenhower  several 
days  ago  to  proceed  expedi- 
tiously to  complete  labor  con- 
tracts.” 

McDonald  would  not  say  if 
the  settlement  would  have  any 
particular  sig  n i f i c a n c e in 
bringing  the  nationwide  strike 
to  an  end. 

He  added  that  he  had  re- 
ceived “no  word  from  the 
field”  whether  more  individu- 
al contracts  were  in  the  offing.

Juan  U.  Peron  s power  of  oration  from  the  balcony  of  the 
casa  rosada  kept  those  same  “shirtless  ones”  enthralled 
for  a decade. 


Right  or  wrong,  Fidel  Castro’s  revolutionary  govern- 
ment  is  l^ing  sustained  in  the  present  crisis  almost  solely 
through  Castro  s power  of  speech  and  his  ability  to  move 
the  masses  to  his  will.

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Dean  Suggests 
Student-Faculty 
Relation  Aids

Both  students  and  members  of 
the  faculty  have  recently  raised 
the  question  of  the  most  effective 
means  by  which  students  might 
confer  with  their  teachers. 

In  a recent  meeting  of  the 
Deans’  Council,  it  was  suggested 
that  the  tradition  of  accenting  in- 
formal relationships  between 
faculty  members  and  students  at 
BYU  should  be  maintained  and 
that  students  should,  in  general, 
feel  free  to  confer  with  faculty 
members  without  rigid  barriers 
of  time  and  place. 

yet,  it  was  recognized  that, 
at  times,  informality  reaches  a 
point  of  monopolizing  the  time 
of  a faculty  member  who  should 
be  accessible  to  a larger  number 
of  students. 

In  the  interests  of  insuring  a 
larger  number  of  systematic  con- 
sultations between  students  and 
members  of  the  faculty,  it  is 
urged  that  students  adopt  the 
appointment  habit  and  seek  ap 
pointments  with  faculty  mem- 
bers according  to  the  consulta- 
tion hours  designated  on  the  of- 
fice  doors. 

IN  CASES  where  the  student’s 
class  or  regular  work  schedule  is 
in  conflict  with  the  consultations 
schedule  for  the  faculty  member 
the  student  should  make  this 
known  in  order  that  the  teacher 
can  set  up  an  additional  appoint- 
ment time  convenient  to  the  stu- 
dent and  to  himself. 

The  above  system  will  increase 
the  opportunities  for  student- 
faculty  consultations.  Students 
will  realize  that  the  faculty  mem- 
ber, in  order  to  accomplish  the 
heavy  schedule  of  teaching,  prep- 
aration for  classes  and  research 
must  organize  each  day  syste- 
matically. 

MOST  EFFECTIVE  results  can 
be  gained  when  students  observe 
the  consultation  hours  designated 
by  faculty  members.  On  emerg- 
ency need,  however,  faculty 
I members  will  willingly  adjust 
their  schedules  to  meet  the  stu- 
dent’s need.

WASHINGTON,  Oct.  30 
(UPI) — A Republican  senator 
said  today  that  relations  between 
Cuba  and  the  United  States  are 
likely  to  get  worse  unless  Pre- 
mier.Fidel  Castro  “becomes  bet- 
ter informed.” 

Sen.  George  D.  Aiken  of  Ver- 
mont said  Castro’s  “inexperi- 
ence” was  responsible  for  most 
of  his  mistakes,  including  “saber- 
rattling  against  the  United 
States.” 

Aiken,  a member  of  the  Sen- 
ate^ Foreign  Relations  Commit- 
tee, said  that  Castro’s  biggest  er- 
ror was  in  setting  himself  up  as 
chief-of-state  after  the  revolu 
tion.

The  papers  have  been  filled 
this  past  week  with  articles  des- 
cribing the  anti-United  States 
demonstrations  Castro  is  now 
holding  in  Cuba. 

It  is  therefore  most  fitting  that 
this  final  article  on  my  observa- 
tions last  month  in  Cuba  should 
deal  with  the  attitude  of  the  Cu- 
ban leaders  and  people  toward 
the  United  States  as  I found  it. 

THE  TITLE  of  our  entire  ex- 
change program  was  “Operation 
Amistad”  meaning  Operation 
Friendship.  The  time,  money  and 
effort  our  Cuban  student  hosts 
spent  for  us  were  certainly  a 
tangible  indication  of  their  de- 
sire for  our  friendship  and  un- 
derstanding as  U.S.  students. 

When  we  asked  the  question, 
“How  do  you  feel  toward  the 
United  States?”  we  received  the 
same  general  answer  regardless 
of  who  answered — be  it  Fidel  or 
Raul  Castro,  Che  Guevara,  or 
the  Cuban  students.' 

They  expressed  their  feeling 
of  friendship  for  the  people  of 
the  United  States  and  their  de- 
sire to  be  able  eventually  to  live 
as  we  are  living  today.  They  are 
aiming  their  projects  and  re- 
forms so  that  eventually  the  Cu- 
ban people  may  enjoy  the  dem- 
ocracy, economic  wealth,  educa- 
tional system  and  freedoms 
which  U.  S.  citizens  enjoy. 

They  cannot  understand,  how- 
ever, the  seeming  inconsistency 
between  the  principles  the  U.  S. 
government  claims  to  represent 
and  the  practices  and  policies  it 
has  set  in  this  regard. 

WE  BECAME  very  upset  when 
the  Hungarian  people  fought  for 
their  freedom  and  were  defeated 
by  the  Soviet  Union.  We  did  ev- 
erything in  our  power — within 
diplomatic  discretion — to  help 
them  both  before  and  after  the 
attempted  revolution.  Yet  when 
the  dictator  Batista  was  forcing 
the  same  types  of  atrocities  upon 
the  Cuban  people  we  not  only 
hampered  the  revolutionary  for- 
ces but  we  gave  much  aid  to  Ba- 
tista in  the  form  of  weapons  and 
ammunition. 

The  Latin  American-  people 
tend  to  be  a very  emotional  and 
excitable  people.  These  Cubans 
today  have  seen  members  of 
their  family  and  close  friends 
shot  down  by  Batista’s  men. 

THEY  ARE  painfully  aware 
of  their  poor  educational  and 
economic  status,  which  is  mostly 
due  to  the  corrupt  government 


of  Batista.  These  san 
have  been  liberated  by 
lutionary  forces  led 
Castro  and  now  have 
doms  they  have  dei 
years.

The  steel  strika  has  lumbered 
on  for  15  weeks,  with  tremen- 
dous losses  to  the  worker,  the 
companies  and  the  economy.  If 
the  steel  worker  today  received 
a 15  cent  hourly  wage  increase, 
it  would  take  him  6.4  years  to 
earn  back  his  almost  $2,000  loss. 

COMPANIES  will  never  make 
up  the  S4  billion  loss  in  sales. 
The  number  of  people  who  are 
in  layoff  status  now  exceeds 
700.000,  and  it  is  growing  each 
day.  The  foreign  importers  are 
having  a field  day,  as  the  price 
of  foreign  steel  has  risen  more 
than  $25  a ton. 

What  seems  to  be  the  prob- 
lem as  viewed  by  the  two  sides?
